IV MOTION UNDER RULE 48 OF THE 
MADRAS ASSEMBLY RULES (Concld ) 

SriP.V.R. Gajapathi Raju. — Mr Speaker, when spea- 
king on the Governor's Address, Mr Sanjeeva Reddi made 
a few remarks about the Praja-Socialist party At that 
time, I interfered and said that in supporting this no-confi- 
dence motion, we were in essence trying to protect the good 
manners and traditions of democracy in our State I want 
all of us to realize that today the problem before us is no 
longer a question of Prohibition. The Prohibition debate 
took place m March and again in May. The fact that 
Government appointed a Committee to go into the question 
of Prohibition policy in the State with a view to modifying 
it or even abolishing it, meant that not only the Treasury 
Benches were aw are that Prohibition as a problem existed 
in our State, but the Opposition also was aware of that 
same fact. The report was forthcoming and twice we 
debated on that report. The matter is now over. Today 
the no-confidence motion, as far as I and my party are 
concerned, no longer is a question of deciding the merit of 
Prohibition as such, but it is a question of deciding the 
merit of the decision of the Assembly taken on this Prohi- 
bition issue. I know that there is a tendency to disregard 
decision of this House Not only that, our public life today 
in Andhra has gone so low that we had an example of the 
Alice in Wonderland mmd with which members approach 
this Assembly, Just now, my friend Mr. Rajeswara Rao 
brought in an adjournment motion. I do not want to say 
anything about it, but it was degrading this House by 
making fun of the sincerity of a member's opinions. In 
that same way, the politics of our State 1$ being played in 
the House and outside without any due regard to the 
sovereignity of this Assembly and I believe that the sooner 
the Government Benches and the Opposition decide to 
respect tke institution of parliament, the better for us. If 
we went to abolish parliament, if we do not believe in 
parliamentary method, let us go off it completely. I know 
there are conflicting theories about the^ efficacy of parlia- 
ment and whether it is right or wrong. And in this 
context the basic theoty of the communist party believes in 
^one*pawrty democracy. They call it democratic centra- 
3pbe Congress partjr also could believe in the same 
*&<! we can dispense with the parliamentary 
" *^itai» i#Stafc disputes between the various shades 
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of public opinion may survive in an open forum where the 
public also may participate If that is the idea, let us 
continue without parliament But, I believe that coming 
here and then disregarding its sovereignty will develop bad 
traditions and cause untold harm to our future Mi San- 
jeeva Reddi made a few remarks about the Praja-Socialist 
Party and some were uncalled for For instance, he 
referred to a political crisis that is taking place in our own 
party today. I do not know if a political crisis is taking 
place in the Congress party and whether Mr. Sanjeeva 
Reddi has already put his application for becoming an All- 
India leader. Mr. Nehru is retiring from Prime Minis- 
tership , he is welcome to do so and I am sure the whole of 
Andhra will be proud if a Telugu man can become the 
Prime Minister of India I would forward his application 
to Mr. Nehru But, whatever the position may be m the 
Congress Party, I want them to realize that I for one am 
not a person who will approve of e\ ll whether it is in the 
Congress party or the Praja-Socialist Party. Mr. Sanjeeva 
Reddi may say that the Congress party is protecting the 
Travancore-Cochin minority Government. 1 do not want 
the protection of the Congress party and I do not approve 
of Mr. Pattam Thanu accepting the protection of the 
Party. I call it evil if an act takes place in Travancore- 
Cochin as much as it takes place anywhere else, and I have 
made no secret of the fact that I do not approve of 
Mr. Pattam Thanu Pillai resorting to firing in Trayancdre- 
Cochin for fulfilling a bourgeois right of Malayalee imperia- 
lism over the Tamil areas of that State That is my position 
clearly and I want Mr. Sanjeeva Reddz to understand that 
If he wants to convey this criticism against the P. S. P. he 
may do it to that section of the P. S. P- which supports a 
compromise Iwith the rightist forces, which supports a 
compromise with capitalism today. I feel it unnecessary 
for Mr. SanjeeVa Reddi to find fault with me on the 
score that I am expressing a dual personality. I oppose 
the evil of Congress Party here and I will support all 
such forces in India in our own party which try to efface 
this tragedy in our own socialist movement. 

As far as the Communist Party is concerned, I have 
only one thing to say. Two friends from them came and 
met me at Guntur, Mr. Katragadda Rajagopala Rao and 
Mr. Fillalaraarri Venkateswarlu- I have clearly stated that 
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day that the Praja-Sociahst Party is prepared to give a 
co-equal support to the Communist Party if it formed the 
Government There is nothing equivocal about my state- 
ment I am prepared here and now to state that if I feel 
that there is evil in the Congress party, I have never bid 
the fact that I believe that communism is a retarded 
doctrine, it is a mutation of the mind. I believe that there 
is something more than communist theory I may be 
historically wrong and if history is to prove me wrong, let it 
do so. But history is the outcome oi a combination of 
action and reaction and therefore whether the socialist 
forces of India ultimately fight their battle on the unitary 
plane of a class struggle and go further and fight a three- 
fold battle of the caste and the concept of the depth of 
sub-continent of India, that is another matter. I cannot 
discuss it here That may be discussed in a class for 
students or a class for theory But I would like to say one 
thing to the communist party in Andhra: "If you believe 
that you have a progressive role to play, don't object to our 
offering you honest straight forward support." We do not 
go further. We do not want to co-operate in any coilition; 
but if you form one, please do so, we have no objection 
whatsoever". But to say, 'if you tolerate us, you be apart 
of us', it will be a presumption on the part of the communist 
party today in the context of present politics. Not only 
that, it is a measure today of the crisis that is going on m 
the communist party* I cannot understand how the 
communist party can f hrt with J. Nehru on the one hand 
and object to the honest hand of friendship that we give 
them. If the communist party magazines like Visala 
Andhra express their honest view-point, I believe that the 
Andhra Communist Party is in greater turmoil than is 
attempted to be made out. If you want to help the 
Congress Party, please do so. If you want to oppose them, 
we are ready to help you to oppose them, but oppose them 
on strong grounds, oppose them on socialist principles- Let
